The offensive was launched southeast of Poeleapelle and north- 


ward along the southern border of the Houtholst forest.

ing front covered a distance of about a mile and a*halr, with the 
French operating on the northern and the British on the southern 


end, Near Poeleapelle the British drove on beyond their objectives | 


and gained important positions.

Checked at One Point 
The enemy by a strong counter-at- 


tack in the vicinity of the Yypres- 
Staden railway checked the British 
advance astride the railway, but else- 


where were unable unable to prevent 
progress, Heavy casnalties were’ in- 
flicted on the Germans and 200 pris- 
oners were captured, 


The attack began in the early hours | 


of the morning, fellowing a heavy 
bombardment of the German positions 
and apparently the allies met with 
only slight resistance. The gains of

CLASS CALLED 
FIRST UNDER ACT 


Full Steps Outlined—How Law 
Operates—Sample Case 
for Illustration 


There still remains @ great deal of 
misunderstanding on the part of many 
men eligible to be calied under class 1 
of the Military Service Act as tq their 
position, in view of the recent procla- 
mation, The initial step they are re- 
Gu:red to take, however, is very simple. 
They must merely All out a “report for 
service’ blank, or, if they desire ex- 
emption, an “application for exemp- 
ton.” As to the next step they should 


toke, they will receive instructions 
from the registrar under the Military 
Service Act, 


To clarify the situation a case in 
Point Might be illustrated as follows: 
A’ Case in Point 
_John Smith, who is employed as a 
clerk In Edmonton, ig a gingle man 
between the ages of 20 and 84 years. 
if John were a widower without chil- 
dren, his position would be the same 

under the act, 

it must be assumed that he is a 
Eritish subject; otherwise the act does 
not apply to him, 

it must also be assumed that he is 
eware of the existence of the Military 
Service Act and of the proclamation 
calling out class 1, under which class 
he comes. Ignorance of the law is no 
excuse, 

The proclamation calls upon him to 
€0 to the nearest post office and report 
for service by filling out a prescribed 
form, or if he thinks he should be ex- 
empted he ts required to fill out an 
application for exemption, 

Time Limit November 15 

He has until November 15 to com- 
ply with this regulation, If he neglecta 
his duty he is an offender under the 
act and is lable to a year in the peni- 
tentiary He ig still obliged to serve 
nthe army If wanted. 

\n official announcement has been 
made that only class A men, or men 
phsically fit to serve in the infantry, 
will be drafted, 

The fact that John has appeared 
before a medical board and has been 
graded lower than this, or the fact 


,that he hag been judged as unfit for 
6ervice at all, does not relieve him of) 


the obligation of reporting at the post 
office and registering by filling in one 
oi the prescribed forms, 
At the Post Office 

Let it be assumed that John is clear 
on his duty up to this point. He goes 
to his nearest post office and is asked 
what form he wishes to fill out. If he 
decides to report for service he can 
fill the necessary form out in thirty 
seconds and then all he has to do is to 
await instructions from the registrar. 

Later he will get a letter telling him 
to report at a certain time to a speci- 
fied medical board for examination. 

If he lives out of the city and the 


board is located in a neighboring town | 


he wl be given transportation to that 
point and @ subsistence allowance at 
the rate of two dollars a day. 

After he has appeared before the 
board he hag nothing to do but await 
instructions from the registrar. If he 
has been graded in the “A” claes he 
will in all probability be ordered to re- 
port to the nearest depot battalion on 
December 10, the date on which the 
draft men will be mobilized. After 
that date he will be given no option as 
to which branch of the army he will 
go Into.

COUNCIL TO PASS ON 
TAX-PAYING PLAN 


Alderman ‘Bellamy's Scheme to 
Come Before the Aldermen 
This Bvening 


The project of tax paying enoour- 
agement will come up for ratification 
at the meeting of the city council on 
Tuesday evening, The majority of the 
aldermen esent at the informa) 
meeting of the city council the other 
day were in favor of it. 

Still another acheme of tax paying 
encouragement hae been suggested 
and if successful it might make !t un- 
necessary ivr the city to borrow any 
money from the bank on current taxes 
at the beginning. of each year. Tho 
scheme is simply to allow ratepayers 
to pay into the city treasury any 
amount, to be placed to the credit o% 
the ratepayer in his tax account. For 
example, if the tax was due on Dec. 
31, the ratepayer could pay money to 
the city treasurer a year in advance, 
or at any time during the year, and 
would be allowed a premium of one 


per cent. per month or twelve per 
cent. per year on all taxes paid in ad- 
vance, hen after the taxes were 


past due a penaliy of one per cent. per 
month would be added till the taxes 
were paid. Such a scheme would be 
advantageous to the city, which might 
then have the taxes for the current 
year paid in advance, and the rate- 
payer who go paid in advance would 
receive a just reward for fering in 
mivance, Those who had the money 
Would su .« a good Investment to so 
pay their taxes in advance. The pre- 
mium allowed on the advance pay- 
ments would vary with the month In 
whioh the advance payment was 
made, For a full year the premium 
would be 12 per cent. with a varia- 
tion of one per cent. per month for 
subsequent payments. 

Others have suggested that the 
taxes bo made payable quarterly or in 
instalments during the year, claiming 
that such a plan would be more ad- 
vantageous to the city and the average 
ratepayer.

Great Artist and Famous Soldier Wére First Patrons of Pugilism. 


Those who consider that pugilism was. born in infamy and 
fathered by human brutes are very much mistaken. The first patrons 
of the rig gatne were men of the highest distinction——The Earl of 
Peterborough, one of the greatest generals in English history, and 
William Hogarth, an artist who has never had a@ superior as a pic- 
torial satirist. It is a coincidence that both of these fathers of boxing 
died on the twenty-fifth of October, the soldier in 1735, and the artist 
in 1764. It was the old Bar! of Peterborough who discovered James 
Figg, the first English boxing champion Figg was living tn hie 
native village in Oxfordshire when the earl, an enthusiast on the art 
of self defense, heard of his prowess, and established him in London 
in the Tottenham Court road, where Figg initiated the young nobil- 
ity in the new solence of fistic combat. The eat! himself was an 
earnest pupil, despite his advanced years. Hogarth, then a rising 
young artist, was also a devotee of manly sports, and from a pupil 
he soon became an intimate friend of Figg The professional card 
of the father of pugilism was designed by the celebrated artist, 
Many other famous men of Figg's time were patrons of the boxing 
game. Among them was Sir Robert Walpole, Earl of Oxford, the 
prime minister of England, who occupied a box in Figg's amphi- 
theatre when the first champion defended his title against Ned 
Sutton. King George I! the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Cumberland soon set the seal of appr 1] upon the new sport, and 
under Jack Droughton’s rules pugili#m was established as a fav- 
orite British game.

Henri Piet, French Fighter, Who Died tn Battle 

On October 23, 1909, Henri Piet fought a six-round draw with 
Maurice Sayers at Philadelphia This was the first bout in the 
American tour of Piet, the French lightweight, who was killed in 
the war in the early part of 1915. From Philadelphia Piet went to 
New Orleans, where he was knocked out in the second round by Ad 
Wolgast, and was afterward defeated by Leonard Lauder, Piet re- 
mained on this side several months and fought no-decision contests 
with several boxers in New York, Philadelphia, and Easton, Pa., 
before returning to hie native Paris. In 1911 he defeated Georges 
Carpentier and Young Joseph. His last important ring battle was 


in 1913, when he was knocked out by Young Ahearn Piet was 
fighting as a welterweight when the war broke out and he im- 
mediately shouldered his gun and marched to the front, where he was 
slain in a battle near Eparges. Piet is but one of many French 


_professional boxers who have given their lives for their country.

1904—-Joe Bowker defeated Frankie Neil in twenty rounds at 
London. This battle between the Englishman and the California 
Irish-American was declared to be for the bantamweight champion- 
ship of the world, Terry McGovern claimed the bantam champlon- 
ship after Jimmy Barry's retirement in 1899, but in 1900 ‘Terrible 
Terry” became a featherwieght, and the bantam crown was claimed 
by Harry Forbes of Chicago. In 1908 Nell knocked out Forbes itn 
San Francisco, and later repeated the trick in Chicago, and was the 
acknowledged bantam king tn merica. Soon after winning the 
title Bowker entered the feathe@weight division, and twice defeated 
Pediar Palmer, but lost to Jim Driscoll in 1906. After Bowker re- 
linquished the bantam honors the title was claimed by Jimmy 
Walsh of Boston, and Digger Stanley of England, and they fought 
a twenty-round draw in 1909. Johnny Coulon then became cham- 
pion, and held the title until his defeat by Kid Williams of Balti- 
more,
